(fig. 1, pos 12 and 13) is electrically connected to the 
feeding unit. i 

The invention differs from the document in that the teea 
control is operated manually. However, it is considered to 
be a trivial solution to arrange the feed control to be 
operated manually instead of automatically. 
Therefore, the claim lacks novelty.
